(harged With Electricity. 

Thousands of feet of wire are being 
used in the stockade’s construction. It 
will be charged with electricity, and 
will be 13 feet high, there being fifty- 
two strands to each barricade, the 
sirands being 2 inches apart. There 
will be two fences—the second fence 
to be constructed within the first bar- 
ricade., 

The barricades will enclose four bar- 
rack buildings. Each will cost approx- 
imately $38,500. The contract is for 
$7,000 for both stockades. The build- 
ings within the stockade zone will 
shelter the interned Germans. A‘ll com- 
forts and conveniences afforded the 
American trooper will be put ai the dis- 
posal of the prisoners. ‘they will have 
ample space tor exercise in the open 
air, and their living quarters will be 
comfortable. In truth, they will be 
more comfortable at Fort McPherson 
than on board the ships in the Phila- 
yards, whereon they are now

tort McPherson assumed the busy 
Aspect ot old days Saturday, when the 
tiuins bearing the returning soldiers 
relled into the fort depot and emptied 
the sunburned men in uniform upon 
familiar home ground. Great piles of 
crates, trunks, tentage and boxes were 
brougnt out of freight cars and packed 
in stacks along the front grounds. 

The barracks, long deserted, soon 
became peopled with infantrymen. 
There were many new faces among the 
arrivals. Only a few of the old offi- 
cers returned, the others having been 
transferred and promoted during serv- 
ice in Mexico and on the border. 

The Seventeenth arrived in two sec- 
tions, the first reaching the for early 
faturday morning and the second com- 
ing in the afternoon at 3:30 O’clock. 
Both sections came over the Atlanta 
und West Point railroad. Considerable 
delay was encountered in New Orleans, 
throwing the troop rains a day off 
schedule. 

All but companies G and H, of the 
Second battalion, and I, K, L and M, 
of the Third battalion, under the com- 
mand of Major Walton, will be as- 
signed to Fort Oglethorpe, where an- 
other division of the Germans will be 
confined. The machine gun company, 
headquarters company, supply company 
and band will remain in Atlanta, the 
home troops to be under the command 
of Colonel C. R. Noyes, regimental com- 
mander. 

The troops left Columbus, New Mex- 
ico, five day's azo. They looked none 
the worse for their trip. To the con- 
trary. a sturdier set of men have never 
put foot on Georgia soil than the in- 
fantrymen who came back to McPher- 
son from duty on the sun-scorched, 
alkali dusted plains of Mexico and 
frontier Texas. Never was a set of 
men more delighted with returning 
sight of home territory. 

Many Mascots, 


(ireat loads of trophies were brought 
back from Mexico. There are mascots 
galore, including Palomas, the fox ter- 
rier of company F, which ran away 
from Palomas, Mexico. The dog showed 
a singular fancy for the American in- 
vaders. So c¢ pany F adopted him, 
‘hung’ Palomas to him as a name, and 
kept him with it throughout the Mex- 
ican campaign. 

The Seventeenth endured = gruelling 
hardships in Mexico. For the most part 
the men did duty guarding the line of 
communication which led from _ the 
American boundary to the Pershing 
base. There were times the Georgians 
penetrated as far as 260 miles into the 
interior of Mexico. The casualty and 
mortality rate was surprisingly low. 
There was considerable sickness,- how- 
ever, due to the vicissitudes of the 
climate.

Before | 
leaving he expressed himself as favor- 
ably disposed toward a campaign in 
this city.

Sunday’s Program. 

During the visit of George Sunday a 
tentative program of the Sunday party 
was outlined by him, and this ran well 
into 1920. . 

Among the cities which had been 
practically ineluded in this program 
were New York city, where he opens 
the campaign on Easter Sunday, running 
through April, May and June; Chicago, 
Washington, Los Angeles, St. Louis, 
Dallas, Birmingham, Newark, Rich- 
mond, Va.; Rochester and Minneapolis. 

Believing Atlanta to be the gateway 
to the south, friends. of Atlanta and of 
Mr. Sunday have been active in con- 
vincing Mr. Sunday thet he should visit 
the south, with Atlanta as the fixed 
place of a campaign. No stone has 
been left unturned by the committee on 
church co-operation in their efforts to 
bring the evangelist to Atlanta, and the 
members have anxiously awaited his 
decision. Saturday afternoon they re 
enthused over receiving a wire from 
George Sunday, telling of his father’s 
acceptance, as follows: 

“Atianta campaign either November asd 
December or February and March. Impos- 
sible now to decide which of these two 
dates, but decision soon. Buffalo has been 
wonderfully blessed of Ged. Thirty thou- 
sand accepted Christ as their personal Sav- 
iour. The greatest results of any cam- 
paign in Mr. Sunday’s history, except Phila- 
deiphia and Boston, which campaigns were 
several weeks longer. Mr. Sunday wishes 
me to say he is looking forward to his 
visit to Atlanta with particular pleasure. 
It will be his first campaign in the -real 
south among people for whom he has ex- 
ceptionally warm affection.” 

Buffalo Campaign. 

The Buffalo campaign closes today. 
It has been, because of the severe 
weather, a hard one, but has been espe- 
cially successful, as are most of Mr.! 
Sunday’s campaigns. Its success is in- 
dicated by George Sunday’ in his tele- 
gram, and the Buffalo newspapers have 
said as much. 

Following the closing of this cam- 
paign today Mr. Sunday will go to his 
home at Winona Lake for a ten days’ 
rest, before opening the New York 
campaign. 

On last Monday Mr. Sunday visited 
Cornell university, where he spoke to 
about 2,000 students and townsmen in 
the morning in Bailey hall. His sub- 
ject was “Prove Thyself a Man.” At 
the close of this meeting, as an indica- 
tion of the power of the evangelist, 
half the large audience raised their 
hands, when he “lined them up” for 
Christian lives. 

Atlanta looks forward with much 
pride and gratification to the coming of 
Mr. Sunday. When the campaign was 
first inaugurated, there was much to 
be overcome, and so soon an engage- 
ment with the evangelist was not

War Is Now Inevitable; 
Pledge Wilson Support 


Atlanta ministers yesterday took 
their stand solidly behind Wilson 
and the administration in the na- 
tion’s crisis. 

While several pastors who 
were called, earefused to make any 
Statement for publication, declaring 


that they did not fee® that they . 


Should express their views at such 
a time, others declared that they 
felt it a duty to express. their 
views and would do so in Atlanta’s 
pulpits today. 

Probably the most positive state- 
ments came from Bishop Benjamin 
J. Keiley, of the Savannah dlo- 


cese, Roman Catholic chureheair: 


Henry Alford Porter, of the Second 
Baptist church, and Dr. J. Sprole 
Lyons,” of the First Presbyterian 
church, who made _ unequivocal 
Statements declaring that war was 
inevitable and that the duty of the 
American government is to follow 
the will of the people, declare war 
and push it to the limit. 

Various views were expressed by 
the pastors regarding the Cham- 
berlain bill which provides’ for 
universal military training which 
will amount to compulsory military 
service for a given number of 
months. Many believed that this 
is the thing to do under existing 
circumstances, while others de- 
clared that it is the basis of mili- 
tarism and might result in the 
building of a war machine. 


WE HAVE CROSSED 
RUBICON—PORTER. 


“We have crossed the Rubicon,” 
declared Dr. Henry Alford Porter, 
“War,” he said, “already practi- 
cally exists. It would appear idle 
to speculate on what congress will 
do. Congress will undoubtedly 
carry out the will of the people 
who stand practically united be- 
hind the president, and declare the 
war has been forced on a long- 
suffering people and their forbear- 
ing and patient president. 

“It now behooves every man to 
gird himself to do his full duty. 

“I do not believe in war in itself. 
War on one side, at least, is always 
wrong. War is sin. Every booming 
cannon says sin. Every hissing 
shell says sin. Every flashing gun 
says sin. It is sin that is wringing 
tears, digging graves, blighting 
hopes, blasting prospects. 

“Yet, while war is evil, it is the 
wonder and the mystery of the 
grace of God to bring good out of 
evil, and ‘to make the wrath of men 
to praise Him’ We can see the 
footprints of God on the great bat- 
tlefields of the past. And my faith 
is that out of the wreck and ruin of 
this war God is going to give man- 
kind a chance to build a nobler 
house of civilization than the world 
has yet known. 

“What a ray of light has fallen 
upon the dark clouds when the vast 
empire of Russia, the second em- 
pire of the world, was suddenly de- 
livered from the thralldom of des- 
potism? 

“I believe the outcome of Amer- 
ica’s entrance into the war will be 
in the end beneficent. The issue in 
the world is the rule of the people 
or the rule of the sword. They 
never can go together. War is the 
child of autocracy. The end of this 
war will mark the end of autocracy 
and write the last chapter in the 
Book of Kings. 

“When it is over it will be found 
that it will have built up a great 
international peace party. The 
great declaration then will be a 
declaration of interdependence. And 
what nation but America should be 
the logical leader in this movement 
for disarmament, peace and inter- 
nationalism”? 

“What nation of all the earth ex- 
cept the United States of America 
can lead the world im the establish- 


ment of the United States of the 
World?’ 


CHAMBERLAIN BILL 
FAVORED BY LYONS. 


“If war must come,” asserts Dr. 
J. Sprole Lyons, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church, “I have no 
hesitancy in saying that it should 
begin soon and be pushed to the 
very end. I dothink, however, that 
congress should give the German 
people opportunity to duplicate the 
action of Russia’s populace, and in 
the event that this ts done by the 
people of Germany, I expect to see

every indication that such an ac- 
tion by the German people will de- 
velop. 

“So long as peace is possible, we 
should be careful; but it seems 
that the declaration of war is the 
only thing left.’’

SUPER-DREADNAUGHT

Washington, March 24.—The super- 
dreadnaught New Mexico, a sister ship 
of the Pennsylvania, will be launched 
at-the New York navy yard April 23. 
In announcing the date today the navy 
department revealed that plans had 
been made for a private ceremony in 
place of the elaborate public demonstra- 
tion which usually attends the launch- 
ing of the navy’s. big fighters. Only 
naval officers, the governor of New 
Mexico and representatives of the press 
will be present. 

The New Mexico will have twelve 14- 
inch guns as a main battery and will 
displace about 32,000 tons, 

After she takes to the water her place 
on the navy yard ways will be given to 
another battleship, for which the con- 
tract already has been placed.

The west bank of the Oise from La 
Fere northward to Vendeuil, a distance 
of abott four miles, has been occupied 
by the French troops, who also captured 
two of the advance forts in the de- 
fensive system of La Fere, supposed 
to be one of the German strong points. 

North of the Somme the Germans 
have been forced back to Savy, four 
miles west of St. Quentin. The fighting 
on the west bank of the Oise, according 
to the French official statement, was 
of the most desperate character, the 
Germans giving ground only foot by 


ciously. 

In the face of the German attempts 
to check the French progress south of 
the Oise by flooding some sections, the 
French have advanced on the east bank 
of the Ailette river, capturing several 
villages and forcing the Germans to 
retreat. 


ROISEL TAKEN 
BY THE BRITISH. 


Roisel, seven miles east of Peronne, 
and a railway junction point on the 
line between Marcoing and St. Quen- 
tin, has been captured by the British. 
At Beaumetz-Les-Cambrai, near the cen- 
ter of the British line on the Somme 
front, the Germans attacked and ob- 
tained a temporary footing in the vil- 
lage, but later were ejected. A British 
advance southwest and west of Eocust- 
St. Mein, southeast of Arras, on a front 
of one and a half miles also is reported 
by London. 

Activity has been resumed on the 
Rumanian frontier, where German 
troops hate stormed the Russian po- 
sitions between the Sklyomtar and 
Czobanos valleys, and have taken 500 
prisoners. Between the Silcha and 
Chvanich rivers the Russians 
withdrawn about two-thirds of a mile 
under German pressure. 

The fighting between Lakes Ochrida 
and Presba, on the Macedonian front 
near Monastir, is reported to be over 
for the present, with the Teutonic 
forces still in possession of the domi- 
nating heights in the district north and 
west of the Monastir basin, which is 
said to have been the object of the 
French attacks.

“Dry” Times Are Near.

But even the senate bill strips 
the commissioner of the power of in- 
vestigating and prosecuting. 

The inclination to eliminate the} 
commissioner feature arises out of a 
belief that to authorize a ‘state official 
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to go into the several counties for the 
purpose of enforcing the law will 
weaken respect for the law. There is 
not the slightest doubt that did those 
who have voted against the commis- 
sioner feature feel that such an office 
would strengthen the bill’s capacity for 
being enforced they would insist upon 
a commissioner. 

The disposition to leave the commis- 
sioner feature in the bill arises largely 
out of a desire of the prohibitionists 
of the general assembly to “do the 
handsome thing’’ by the governor, who 
believes that a commissioner would aid 
materially in the enforcement of the 
law.

The withdrawal had been inevitable 
since the severance of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Germany. Soon after that 
the German military authorities ordered 
all Americans to withdraw except 
Brand Whitlock and three others, who 
were restricted to Brussels. 

The commission immediately ordered 
all of its men to leave Belgium. Evi- 
dently Germany had not expected such 
drastic action, and the commission was 
asked to retract its order, with the ex- 
planation that the original German or- 
der had been given out by a subordinate 
without authority. 

The men were ordered to remain, but 
no one had the slightest hope that it 
would be more than temporary. About 
forty-five. Americans in Belgium and 
northern France are affected by the 
new order. 

Complications over the shipment of 
foodstuffs for distribution to the Bel- 
gians by The Netherlands may result 
from the fact that it is considered here 
Great Britain’s extension of the North 
sea danger zone virtually constitutes a 
blockade of the coast of Holland. 

It is regarded as certain that if the 
relief work is to be continued by The 
Netherlands, some arrangement for the 
safe passage of ships carrying food- 


stuffs and supplies will have to be 

made with Great Britain and Germany. 
Official Statement. 

The following announcement was 
Biven out by ‘the state department: 

“By direction of the president, the 
Minister at brussels has been instruct- 
ed tu withdraw trom Bbeigium with for-

possible. 

“ror over two years it has been the 
single minded purpose of this govern- 
ment and the commission to see that 
these ten millions of civilians were fed 
and, with this end in view, the Ameri- 
cans concerned have submitted to re- 
strictions forced on them by the Ger- 
man authorities, Which, under ordinary 
conditions, would never have been tol- 
erated. 

“Immediately after the break in rela- 
tions the German authorities in Brus- 
sels withdrew from Mr. Whitlock the 
diplomatic privilege and immunities 
which he had up to that time enjoyed. 
llis courier service to The Hague was 
stopped; he was denied the privilege 
of communicating with the department 
ot state in cipher, and later even in 
plain language. The members of the 
relief commission were placed under 
great restrictions of ovements and 
communications which hampered the 
efficient performance of their task. In 
spite of all these difficulties:the gov- 
ernment and commission were de- 
termined to keep the work going till 
the last possible moment. 

Relief Ships Attacked. 

“Now, however, a more serious dif- 
ficulty has arisen. In the course of 
the past ten days several of the com- 
mission’s ships have been attacked 
Without warning by German subma- 
rines in flagrant violation of the sol- 
emn engagements of the German gov- 
ernment. Protests addressed by this 
government to Berlin through the inter- 
mediary of the Spanish government 
have not been answered. ‘lhe German 
government's disregard of its written 
undertakings cause's grave concern as 
to the future of the relief work. In 
any event it is felt that the American 
staff of the commission can no longer 
serve with advantage in Belgium. Al- 
though a verbal promise has veen made 
that the members of the commission 
would be permitted to leave if they 
' desire, the German government’s ob- 
servance of its other undertakings has 
not been such that the department 
would feel warranted in accepting re- 
sponsibility for leaving these Ameri- 
can citizens in German occupied terri- 
tory. 

“This government has approved the 
proposals of The Netherlands govern- 
ment to send into Belgium a certain 
number of Netherlands subjects to car- 
ry on the work thus far performed by 
the American Staff.”

We can- 
not feel that America will consent to 
this. We have twenty-two ‘ships on 
the ocean, all fully insured. Two have 
just arrived safely at Rotterdam.” 
GERMANY EXPLAINS 
ABOUT RELIEF SHIPS. 

Berlin, March 24.—(Via Wireless to 
the Associated Press via Tuckerton.)— 
The negotiations for the release of fif- 
teen Belgian relief steamers now at 
English ports have failed, but a new 
effort to this end may be made, ac- 
cording to the German naval authori- 
ties. 

“It is not our fault that the nego- 
tiations have failed,” said a represen- 
tative of the admiralty today. “We 
are bap. to do all in our power to 
provide safe conduct for these ships to 
Rotterdam, but in order to do s0 we 
must have the names of the ports to 
which they are bound and the routes; 
otherwise it would’ be-absolutely im- 
possible to safeguard them in the war 
zone. The British refuse this, such 
refusal being merely a cloak to the 
British plan to confiscate the ships, 
with their seventy or eighty thousand 
tons of grain. Then they try to put 
the blame on us if the Belgians starve. 

“As to the three relief ships lost, the 
Storstad was sunk by a submarine 
within the forbidden zone. We can 
and will make no distinction within 
that zone. When the Storstad entered 
it, it did so at its own peril. The 
other two ships, the Lars Fastenaes 
and the Lars Kruse, must have been 
sunk by a mine. They were not sunk 
by a submarine,”

TWO LA FERE FORTS 
HAVE BEEN TAKEN 
BY FRENCH TROOPS 


Paris, March 24.—Two of the advance 
forts in the defensive system of La 


ere, a strong point on the Hindenburg 
line, have been captured by the 
French, who have also occupied the 
west bank of the river Oise from the 
outskirts of Le Fere as far north as 
Vendeull, a distance of about four 
miles, 

The new French success is chronicled 
in the official report jssued by the 
war office tonight, which adds that 
several villages on the east bank of 
the Ailette river have also’ been taken, 
the German rear guards being driven 
back. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“North of the Somme we have forced 
back the enemy to the outskirts of 
Savy, where he had established him- 
self in a line of trenches prepared in 
advance from the Somme to the Oise. 

“Our troops, continuing their vuc- 
cess, gave battle to the enemy, who 
defended himself foot by foot, and 
pushed him about one kilometer north 
of Grand Seraucourt and Gibercourt, 
occupying the west bank of the Oise 
from the outskirts of Le Fere as far 
north as Vendeuil. Two advance forts 
of the defensive system of Le Fere 
fell into our hands. 

“South of the Oise, in spite of inun- 
dations effected by the enemy, we 
made important progress on the east 
bank of the Ailette, regaining several 
villages and compelling the German 
rear guards to retire. 

“In the lower section of the forest 
of Coucy, north of Soissons, there is 
little change. We found numerous 
German dead in the trenches taken by 
us yesterday north of Margival. 

“A German long range gun 
12 o’clock today fired a tuumber 
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shells of heavy calibre on the town of 
Soissons. 

“Artillery fighting has been quite 
marked in the regions of Berry-au- 
Bac and Rheims, as well as in Alsace 
in the direction of Violu-Py, south of 
Col de Sainte Marie. 

“Aviation: On March 23 Adjutant 
Ortoly brought down his fifth German 
airplane. Today our special guns 
brought down a German machine, 
which fell in our lines near La Veuve 
(Marne). This afternoon a German 
hydro-airplane, proceeding in the di- 
rection of Etretat, northeast of Havre, 
Was captured at sea; the two aviators 
were taken prisoner. 

“On March 23 one of our airplanes 
from a low altitude bombarded an 
aviation ground at Marimbois, north 
of Thiaucourt. <A volient fire broke 
out in the hangars. 

“On Thursday and Friday nights our 
air squadrons dropped 1,100 Kilograms 
of projectiles on factories at Thionville 
and the Briey Basin, as well as rail- 
way station at Conflans. 

“Belgian Communication: “The Bel- 
gian batteries counter shelled the Ger- 
man artillery which bombarded the re- 
gions of Dixmude and Steenstraete. 
There was grenade fighting north of 
Dixmude.’ ”’ 

The statement issued during the day 
said: \ 

“Bast of the St.. Quentin canal we 
enlarged our positions appreciably, dur- 
ing the night. At some points our 
troops reached the west bank of the 
Oise north of La Fere. We also made 
progress on the east bank of the Ail- 
lette. 

“Enemy attempts against our small 
posts »-near’ Berry-au-Bac, east of 
Rheims and near Dead Man hill were 
broken up by our fire. We took*pris- 
oners. 

“Elsewhere the night was calm.” 


BRITISH ADVANCE 


EAST OF PERONNE. 


London, March 24.—The British have 
occupied the village of Roisel, in the 
Somme region, according to the of- 
ficial report from British headquar- 
ters in France tonight. Roisel is seven 
miles east of Peronne. 

Heavy fighting took place at Beau- 
metz-Lez-Cambrai, where’the Germans 
in a strong attack gained a footing. 
By a counter attack, the British again 
drove them out. 

The text reads: 

“Our troops have occupied Roisel, 
seven miles east of Peronne. 

“This morning strong hostile de- 
tachments again attacked our posi- 


tions in Beamuetz-Lez-Cambrai and 
obtained a temporary footing in the 
village. They were immediately Coun- | 
ter attacked and driven out, leaving a | 
few prisoners in our hands. 

“We have made progress during the 
day on a front of one and a half miles, 
to the southwest and west of Ecoust-St. | 
Mein (southeast of Croiselles). Enemy |} 
attacks on our posts in their neigh- | 
borhood and north of Boiry-Becquerelle 
were repulsed. 

“We carried out another successful | 
raid early this morning east of Arras. 
The enemy's second line was reached 
and casualties were inflicted. We also 
entered the enemy's trenches east of 
Neuville-St. Vaast. A number of Ger- 
mans were killed and occupied dugouts 
were bombéd. 

“The enemy attempted to reach our ; 
lines this morning in the neighbor- 
hood of Richebourg-l-Avoue (south of 
Neuve Chapelle), but were dispered by 
our fire. Another hostile raiding party 
succeeded in reaching our. trenches, 
west of Messines. 

“The artillery was active on both 
sides today in the neighborhood of 
Ypres. Our fire caused three explo- 
sions in the enemy’s positions.” 


GERMANS REPORT 
CONSTANT FIGHTING. 


Berlin, March 24.—(Via Sayville.)— 
British and French advancing forces 
and German rear guards are battling 
daily on both sides of the Rivers 
Somme and Oise, in northern France, 
says the official statement issued to- 
day by German army headquarters 
staff.

valleys and brought in 500 prisoners. 
A Russian advance north of Magyaros 
that followed soon after failed.

RUSSIANS ADMIT 
LOSS OF GROUND. 


Petrograd, March 24.—(Via London. 
British Admiralty Per Wireless Press.) 
Under pressure of German attacks 
against the Russian positions between 
the Rivers Silcha and Chvanich, on the 
Rumanian front, says the official state- 
ment issued today by ¢he Russian war 
office, the Russian troops withdrew to 
the next line of defense about’ two- 
thirds of a mile to the eastward.

“Macedonian Front: The situation is 
unchanged.

From March 12 until March 21 the 
French made attacks every day. They 
launched in these attacks considerable 
portions of their 76th, 156th and 57th

“The ground gained on March 15 
and 18 by /the enemy was compensated 
for by our counter attacks on March 
20 and 21.'. The dominating heights in 
the mountainous district west and 
north of the Monastir basin, which had 
been the objeat of the French, are firm- 
ly in our hands. The allied troops in 
tenacious perseverance under heavy 
fire and in an energetic attack gave 
proof of their excelleyt qualities. The 
co-operation of the infantry, artillery 
and auxiliary arms was exemplary, in- 
spired by the clear intentions of a firm 
leadership. The enemy suffered heavy 
losses, which seem to be the cause of 
the present quiet. The troops antici- 
pate further fighting, with full confi- 
dence in their own abilities.”

[rn One of his letters to the Corinthians Paul the Apostle discusses the res- 
Burrection of the dead, which was a subject of contention at the time of his 
Writing. Having shown that through the Atonement of Jesus Christ all Same. | 
kind shall be eventualiy redeemed from bodily death, the scholarly Apostle | 
asks. “Kise what shall they do which are baptized for the dead, if the dead 
rise not at all? Why are they then baptized for the dead? (1. Corinthians 15:29.) 
As the question is put by way oft finality and climax to the preceding argu- 
ment and is without explanatory comment, we must conclude that the subject 
involved no new or strange doctrine; but to the contrary, that the people both 
understood and practiced the ordinance of vicarious baptism by the living in 
behall of the dead 

To Nicodemus our Lord declared in such plainness as to preclude dispute: 
“Kixacept a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God.’ (John Sio.) 

That this new birth comprises water baptism by immersion, as was at that 

being administered by Join the. Baptist, and the higher baptism of the 

which Christ Himself came to give, is evident from the scriptural 

context. Note the incisiveness of our Lord's affirmation that without baptism 

man CANNOT enter the Kingdom ot God No distinction is made, no exceptions 

are implied. The indispensable condition is applicable to all men whether liv- 
dead. 

Nicodemus, though a scholar and a master in Israel, failed to understand 
the full import of our J.ord’s words, and in seeming bewilderment asked: “How 
can a man be born when he is old? Can he enter the second time into his 
mother’s womb, and he bornt” (Verse 4.) 

With at least « qual} pertinmne ney it nay 
who has died without baptism he baptized” 
his body of flesh and be immersed in water’? The answer is that the living 
may be baptized tor the dead. No one who accepts as a reality the Atonement 
of Jesus Christ in behalt of all humankind can consistently deny the efficacy 
of vicarious service, in which one person officiates in behalf of another pro- 
vided, of course, that the labor be done by Divine appointment. ; 

In the last chapter of the Old Testament the prophet Malachi describes 
a condition of the last days immediately precedent to the second advent of the 
Christ: “Kor, behold, the day cometh, that shall burn as an oven; and all the 
proud, yea, and all that do wickedly, shall be stubble; and the day that cometh 
ahall burn them up, saith the Lord of Hosts, that it shall leave them neither 
reot nor branch.” (Malachi 4:1.) 

This fateful prediction is followed by the blessed promise, expressed in the 
words of Jchovah: “Behold, T will send you Elijah the prophet before the com- 
ing of the great and dreadful day of the Lord: And he shall turn the heart 
of the tathers to the children, and the heart of the children to their fathers 
lest | come and smite the earth with a curse.” (Verses 5, 6.) ° 

Joseph Smith, the modern prophet, solemnly affirms that in 1836 Elijah 
the prophet of ancient Israel, appeared in the Temple that had been erected by 
the Latter-Day Saints at Kirtland, Ohio, and effected the fulfillment of Maf- 
achi’s prediction by this declaration: , “Behold, the time has fully come which 
was spoken of by the mouth of Malachi, testifying that he (Elijah) should be 
ment betore the great and dreadful day of the Lord come, to turn the hearts of 
the fathers to the children, and the children to the fathers, lest the whole earth 
be smitten with a curse.”

So in 
ing hogs. the first thing is to get the 
hogs and there are several ways that 
can be followed to do that. 

A start can be made with an ordi- 
nary gradé sow, this sow bred to a 
thoroughbred boar and the progeny 
bred to another thoroughbred boar; 
with the result that in two or three 
generations the farmer has a breed of 
hogs which, while not technically thor- 
oughbred, are practically just as good. 
Or the farmer may begin with 4 single 
young thoroughbred registered sow 
which he can secure for not cver $10 
or $12. This can be bred to a regis- 
tered boar, with the result that the 
farmer will have in a short time 4 
strain of hogs thoroughbred in every 
respect and which, if he has selected 
his stock carefully, will command a 
premium on the market. 

In starting it highly 
secure a prolific strain. It is gener- 
ally considered that a sow that far- 
rows an average of six pigs is doing 
well. But there is a registered Duroc 
Jersey sow in DeKalb county thas has 
farrowed an average of over eleven 
pigs per litter for four litters—all she 
has had. As the pigs have, when of- 
fered for sale, readily brought $10 
apiece, it is obvious that a 50W of 
this character is a money maker. 

But while it is a very profitable line 
when handled skilfully, too much re- 
liance must not be placed by the or- 
dinary farmer on the sale of breeding 
stock. lt is the fattened hog for kill- 
ing that must always be the main 
standby. If everybdody raises hogs for 
breeding purposes only there will soon 
come a time when everybody will be 
supplied, and the community will be 
like that one in which the people 
were all getting rich by taking in each 
other's washing. 

Proper Feeding. 

When the small farmer has decided 
to go into hog raising he should make 
preparation for proper feeding. Prop- 
er feeding does not consist in confining 
the hog's food to the swill from che ta- 
ble or letting it root for itself around 
the house and in the woods, nor yet 
in feeding it on a high-priced corn 
diet. Swill and rooting do not pro- 
duce first-class hogs, and corn is too 
expensive. It has been repeatediy dem- 
onstrated that under ordinary condi- 
tions no money can be made by raising 
hogs on corn. Corn is very useful in 
limited quantities, but must be used 
only as a supplement to other foods and 
these should be grown by the farmer 
himself, setting aside and fencing off 
geveral small pastures. 

These pastures can then be planted 
in a Series of cro@ms so adjusted thaa 
after the hogs have grazed off every- 
thing in one pasture there will be an- 
other one ready for them, so that they 
will pass from one pasture to another, 
always paving grazing ready, and the 
field which has been grazed  bdeing 
planted at Once or soon after the ee 
have left m with another crop to be 
consumed in turn. By using winter 
crops this rotation can be kept up all 
the year round. Crops that are avail- 
able for this purpose are soy beans, 
cowpeas, peanuts, chufas and sweet 
potatoes, and for winter crops rye, 
vetch, crimson clover and rape. The 
above are only a few of a large numbe 
ef both summer and winter forage 
crops available.

be taken that the winter crops are 
Planted early. A very common and 
serious error in planting winter crops 
in this section consists in planting 
them too late in the season. They then 
do not get a fair start before cold 
weather comes, which checks their 
growth, leaving them too small to be 
availabie for Forage and in a tender 
stage of development in which a se- 
vere cold spell is liable to kill them off 
altogether. 


Danger of Cold Snap. 


This happened last winter when the 
cold snap in February damaged the 
winter crops in Georgia alone to the 
extent of millions of dollars. 

As an example of a rotation adapted 
to middle and south Georgia, the fol- 
lowing may be taken: On February 1 
a field may be planted in Dwarf Es- 
sex rape. This should be ready for 
grazing not later than April 15, and 
each acre will afford grazing for a 
month to ten pigs weaned when the 
field is ready. A second field can be 
planted on February 23 in Canadian 
field peas and Burt oats. This should 
be ready for grazing by May 15 and 
will also last for.a month for fifteen 
hogs to the acre. On March 26 another 
pasture can be planted with cow peas 
and millet or cow peas and sorghum, 
which will be ready on June 15 and 
afford pasturage for twelve hogs to 
the acre until July ‘ 

On April 20 a field of cow peas can 
be planted which will be ready on July 
15, which will give grazing for twelve 
hogs to the acre and be cleared on 
August 15. On May 1 a field of Span- 
ish peanuts can be planted, which will 
be ready on August 16, and afford 
grazing until September 15 for thirty 
hogs to the acre. On June 1 another 
field of Spanish peanuts can be plant- 
ed, which will be ready by September 
1 and can be grazed until October 15. 
At this time the hogs will be ready for 
fattening, which can be done on a 
field planted on May 1 with corn and 
velvet beans.

ie allowed for this fattening in order 
to harden the meat. 


Continuing the Rotation. 

The first pasture given above as 
planted on February 1 and pastured 
off by the hogs on May 15 can be re- 
Planted on July 15 with cowpeas, 
which will be ready by the middle of 
October and afford grazing for a 
month to anogher litter of pigs, twelve 


to the acre, which will be weaned at 
that time. On July 15 a field of Span- 
ish peanuts should be planted, which 
will be ready about November 15 and 
cleared about December 15. Land 
should then be planted at successive 
periods between August 15 and No- 
vember 1 with a mixture of rye, vetch 
and crimson clover, which will afford 
winter grazing for five hogs to the 
acre. 

The earliest planted should be ready 
for grazing by November 1 and the 
grazing from the successive plantings 
will last until approximately May 15. 
Of course it must be realized that 
variations in the weather each year 
will prevent any such schedule as that 
outlined above from being followed ex- 
actly, but it can be taken as a model 
to which to conform as closely as pos- 
sible, with the expectation that it may 
at times be necessary to feed the. hogs 
in some other way for a while when 
a pasture is not ready on time. 

A very instructive and useful table 
giving full information on the proper 
time for lanting, number of hogs 
that can be pastured per acre, time 
between planting and maturing of 
crops, etc, for the above crops and 
numerous others available will be 
found in the bulletin “Hog Raising in 
the South” (p. 65), referred to below. 


Selecting the Breed. 


In selecting the breed of hogs there 
are various points which must be con- 
sidered. A hog that will thrive in one 
locality may not do as well in another. 
It is, therefore, advisable for the new 
grower to give this question: careful 
thought and 
county farm demonstrator, of the near- 
est agricultural experiment station or 
of the State College of Agriculture, and 
also to be governed to a large extent 
with others in selecting one breed. 

For an example of community action 
the case of Osceola county, Florida, 
may be cited. In that county the pre- 
vailing breed of hog was formerly the 
Duroc, but quite § recentl the con- 
clusion was reached that for the par- 
ticular conditions there prevailing the 
Hampshire was a little better adapted 
and the growers sold all their Durocs, 
replacing them with Hampshires, thus 
making Osceola an exclusively Hamp- 
shire county. 

In Cobb county, Georgia, a county 
that has until now raised practically 
no hogs for outside markets, the South- 
ern Bell Telephone company has as part 
of the work it is doing to promote the 
movement for diversification and ltve 
stock growing, undertaken to promote 
and support a Boys’ Pig club. 

In co-operation with this movement 
the banks have undertaken to give to 
farmers in return for their notes one

It was originally intended to select the 
Duroc Jersey hog for both purposes, 
but when it appeared that the Berk- 
shire was already the most popular and 
altogether the best established breed, it 
was decided, on the advice of the coun- 
ty farm demonstrator, to substitute the 
Berkshire. Both are recognized as ex- 
cellent breeds, but the Berkshire being 
already established had the lead, and 
it seemed good policy to accept this 
condition, follow the line of least resist- 
ance and start to put Cobb county on 
the map as a Berkshire hog county. 


Working for Best Results. 

Undoubtedly: the policy followed in 
these two cases will be productive of 
good results, for it is highly advan- 
tageous for a community to center its 
attention on one breed. By doing this 
the growers become experts on that 
particular breed, thereby raising the 
grade. They get a reputation for it, 
thus attracting buyers. They-also se- 
cure better marketing conditions. 

Where there are a large number of 
hogs of one breed to be marketed the 
conditions are more favorable for clas- 
sification, and properly classified hogs 
bring a materially better price than 
mixed shipments. 

One thousand hogs of different breeds 
averaging 200 pounds apiece will make 
ten carload lots. If these are care- 
fully selected so that each carload will 
be made up of animals of the same 
breed and approximately the same age 
and weight, the shipments will bring

Sudan Grass. 


Sudan grass is a small-stemmed sor- 

hum closely resembling Johnson grass, 

ut with broader leaf and taller, reach- 
ing five to eight feet in height and 
without any underground rootstock, so 
that it is never likely to become such 
a pest as is Johnson grass. It is an 
annual and must be planted every year. 
This grass was introduced from Africa 
along with another grass which very 
closely resembles it called Tunis grass 
<4 the United States department 
of agriculture some five or six years 
ago. The Sudan proved to be much 
the superior of the two grasses and 
Was of such great value that it spread 
rapidly from one side of the country 
fo the other. The seed was tig / high 
in price for several years and it was 
not until in 1916 that any could be 
bought at a reasonable price. Prices 
of $1.50 to $2 per poynd ruled at first, 
but last year towards the close of the 
Planting season, seed could be bought 
for eight to ten cents per pound. 

The grass is not exacting in its soil 
reyuirements, but does better on silt 
or clay loams of good fertility supplied 
with a fair amount of water, either by 
irrigation or rainfall; at the same ¢ime 
it is quite drouth resistant and has 
been found to be well adapted to the 
drier conditions of some of the western 
states. Like most other crops, we must 
expect to get results from it in ac- 
cordance to the quality of the land on 
which it is planted. The plants tiller 
or stool freely and after ¢the first cut- 
ling especially, this gives a finer grade 
of hay on account of the smaller stems 
Eoeuiting from the stooling and crowd- 
neg. 

The crop may be grown either in 
rows and cultivated as corn or sor- 
ghum, or it may be sown broadcast and 
Biven no cultivation; the manner of 
handling depends, of course, on the 
Purpose to which the crop is to be put. 

Seeding Sudan Grass. 

The land may be prepared by fall 
plowing, early spring plowing, or late 
spring plowing where it is to follow a 
cover crop that one wishes to leave un- 
til late, the earlier preparation, of 
course, being preferable when nothing 
is on the land to interfere with it. 
Plant when soil has become well warm- 
ed much the 8ame as would be done 
with sorghum and probably three to 
four weeks later than one would plant 
corn for best results; later plantings 
may be made as other land is prepared 
up until middle of June if so desired, 
but the total] yield for the year will 
generally be greater from the earliest 
planting. 

if sown in wide drills, three feet or 
more apart, three to four pounds of 
seed will be required per acre; if in 
medium drills, eight to ten pounds; in 
narrow drills fifteen to eighteen pounds 
of seed, and if broadcast twenty or 
more will not be too much. The rate 
of seeding depends on whether wanted 
for seed or feed; if for seed we think 
the rows shoud be thirty to thirty-six 
or more inches apart, depending on the 
Zrade of land and the seed should not 
be planted too thickly in the rows; if 
wanted for pasture, sow in rows six- 
teen to twenty-four inches apart and 
more thickly in the rows. By sowing 
in rows the plants will not be tramped 
80 much by the stock when grazing as 
they will generally walk in the spaces 
hetween the rows; for hay sow broad- 
cast or in rows twelve to twenty 
inches apart, and if possible work the 
crop once or twice to keep down weeds 
until the grass is well started. Close 
planting and thick seeding give fine- 
stemmed and better quality of hay. 
When planted in the wider rows cul- 
tivation must be given for longer in- 
tervals, in fact much the same as would 
be given ordinary sorghum. It should 
be fertilized according to the grade and 
juality of land on which planted; prob- 
ably 200 pounds to 300 pounds of 9—3 
BOvds will be effective on most soils. 

Harvesting. 

If the seed are to be saved, the plant 
must be left until these thoroughly ma- 
ture before being cut. After curing 
the seed may be threshed ovt with or- 
dinary separator with all concaves in. 
We have saved small amounts by seed- 
ing with &k broom corn seeder or scrap- 
er which we rigged up ourselves. It 
Is necessary to get from a planing 
mill around block of wood ten to 
twelve inches in diameter and eight- 
een inches long and have this rigged on 
a shaft and hung on a frame so that 


it can be run at a speed of four to six 
hundred revolutions per minute by a 
Small gasoline engine: drive this cylin- 
der full or partly full of ten-penny 
nails in rows or spirals and cut off the 
heads of the nails and point them with 
a file. Such an arrangement makes a 
good seeder for Sudan grass or broom 
corn. 

If the crop is wanted for hay, it must 
be cut when there are but a few of the 
heads out. Most people make the mis- 
take of leaving Sudan grass until it is 
all headed out, or even until the seed 
is mature; at such time the stems have 
become rather woody and the hay has 
deteriorated in palatability and in com- 
position, as well as in digestibility. 
Three to four cuttings can be obtained 
if the crop has been planted early, the 
amount secured depending on the soil 
and moisture conditions; usually the 
first cutting will be the heaviest, 
though if conditions are unfavorable in 
the early seasons a later one may excel. 
If the grass is to be pastured, the 
stock should not be turned on to the 
field until the grass is fifteen to eight- 
een inches high; it is then well rooted 
and will not be damaged. 

In Rotations and Mixtures. 

Being an annual, Sudan grass may 
be used in most any sort of notation. 
It may be planted the year following 
corn, cotton, oats or crimson clover, 
though after winter crops it will not 
yield as well, usually because of late 
planting. One of the many plans for 
the utilization of this crop is to plant 
it in combination with cowpeas or soy 
beans for a summer hay crop; in such 


moisture for two cuttings I hardly 
think it would equal three from drier 
land, as the grass is rather drouth re- 
sistant. If cotton remains at present 
prices I would want the cotton on the 
better land, but I am not a good guess- 
er on what the cotton market is likely 
to do. In 1914, with 39,000,000 acres, 
we made 16,000,000 bales; in 1916, with 
approximately the same apes be we 
made but 11,000,000 bales, the reduction 
being due partly to less amounts of 
fertilizers used and soe 2 to unfavor- 
able weather conditions in spring and 
summer in various parts of the cotton 
belt. This year there will probably be 
45,009,000 acres planted, and if normal 
conditions prevail the drop will likely 
exceed 16,000,000 and no one can esti- 
mate what we shall receive for it. But 
our correspondent can feel assured that 
hay crops are going to be of about the 
same value ag they have been in the 
past, and from this must decide as to 
which he shall plant on his best land— 
grass or cotton.

City Residents Should Turn 
Yards Into Gardens and 
Farmers Should Diversify 
to Meet National Crisis. 


Washington, March 24.—A statement 
urging that as a patriotic duty city 
residents transform their yards into 
‘gardens and farmers so diversify their 
crops as to make each section self- 
Sustaining, was issued tonight by Carl 
Vrooman, assistant secretary of agri- 
‘culture. 

The great need in war time, Mr. 
Vrooman said, would be a surplus of 
wheat with which the nation could feed 
its allies. He also declared the acreage 
of soy beans and cowpeas should be in- 
creased to augment the resources for 
protein, which, in time of emergency, 
could take the place of meat for human 
consumption. Two or three crops of 
some sort should be raised during the 
coming summer, he said, on every va- 
cant square foot in the cities. 

“If national policy decrees that there 
should be a big increase in our acreage 
and yields per acre of food crops,’’ the 
Statement says, “then the nation as a 
whole, and not the farmers as a class, 
should and must assume the major part 
of the risk involved. The department 
is urging each section of the country 
to become as nearly as practicable ag- 
riculturally independent. ‘This is good 
policy in time of peace, and will ve a 
vitally important policy in time of war, 
when our transportation systems neces- 
@arily would pe chiefly occupied with 
the transportation of soldiers and war 
supplies. 

World-wide Wheat Shortage. 

“In view of the apparent world-wide 
wheat shortage and present and pro- 
spective hign prices, in those parts of 
the country where spring wheat at nor- 
mal prices is as profitable or almost as 
profitable as oats, farmers would -do 
well to seed a part at least of their 
normal oats acreage to spring wheat. 
In case of war few things would bé 
more important than that the United 
States should have on hand a large 
surplus of wheat with which to feed its 
allies. 

“It is the patriotic duty of every city 
boy, girl and woman who can, to trans- 
form his or her yard, or some nearby 
vacant Jot, into a garden, each square 
foot of whichwill grow two or possibly 
three crops during the coming summer. 
Moreover, the average small farmer 
and his family owe it to their country, 
as well as to themselves, to raise at 
least 100 chickens, to keep one cow or 
more, at least enough hogs for home 
consumption, and perhaps a little bunch 
of sheep. 

“The cheapest, most profitable, and 
quickest known means of increasing 
general production is by the use of lime. 
There are few sections in the United 
States without some local supply of 
limestone, marl or oyster shells. If 
every farmer in the country would ap- 
ply. from two to four tons crushed lime- 
stone per acre to all his sour land, our 
national supply of breadstuffs this year

Bigger Production Necessary. 


Rome, March 24.—(Via Paris.)—The 
United States must devote itself to in- 
creased agricultural production in the 
opinion of David Lubin, the American 
representative in the International In- 
Stitute of Agriculture here. Mr. Lubin 
has sent to President Wilson a plan for 
food mobilization in case of war, based 
on the experience of Europe and aim- 
ing to obtain a greater agricultural 
effort in view of the world’s shortage 
of food, and also to prevent food specu- 
lation. To the Associated Press Mr. 
Lubin said: 

“The first and necessary thing is to 
Plant potatoes, turnips, carrots and 
corn on farms and also on every avail- 
able city lot. The same measures 
should be taken for animal food and 
for industrial agricultural products, 
such as cotton. If America goes to war 
it must be understood that the war will 
last perhaps two years longer. Ger- 
many’s agricultural mobilization has 
kept her alive and fighting. A system 
of food distribution through the parcel 
post is desirable in order to avoid high 
prices and the activities of speculators.

CAPITAL TO MOSCOW. 

Washington, March 24.—Transfer of 
the Russian capital from Petrograd to 
its ancient site at Moscow is regarded 
as highly probable in ente 
here, which have kept closely advised 
regarding the situation in Russia. The 
belief is founded upon reports that 
Petrograd is swarming with spies; that 
it is strongly under the influence of 
the pro-German elements; that the real 
seat of reform for the present triumph- 
ant government is in Moscow, and that 
such a change would appeal strongiy 
to the sentiment of the great mass of 
the people. 

Except in its lack of communication 
with the sea, Moscow is held to be quite 
as accessible and convenient a center 
as Petrograd, and it is regarded as 
much more secure against a drive by 
the German army, which is believed to 
be impending. 


ALEXIEFF TO COMMAND 


ARMIES OF RUSSIA. 
London, March 24.—The 


as commander-in-chief of the Russian 
armies is officially confirmed, according 
to a Reuter dispatch from Petrograd. 
Pending the appointment of a succes- 
sor, the dispatch says, General M. Va 
Alexieff, chief of the general staff, will 
act as commander-in-chlef. 

The retention of Grand Duke Nich- 
olas as commander-in-chief was consid- 
ered undesirable by the Russian minis- 
ter of war, because of the grand duke’s 
connection with the Romanoff dynasty. 

It was announced séveral days ago in 
a Petrograd dispatch to The London 
Times, that the government had found 
it necessary, in order to checkmate mis- 
chievous propaganda, to appoint a gen- 
eralissimo-+ not connected with the 
Romanoff family. The emperor, on his 
abdication, transferred the supreme 
command of the Russian affairs to 
Nicholas.

Mrs. Reynolds Suspicious.

It was then ‘she first 
heard of the disappearance of Ruth 
Cruger, who wanished from New York 
several weeks ago while on her way 
to a skating park. No clue was ever 
found—no cause ever given for her dis- 
appearance. It was a mystery com- 
paring with the noted Dorothy Ar- 
nold disappearance. 

A picture and description of Ruth 
Cruger has been flashed on the screen 
of the Grand theater for weeks,,.a part 
of the national effort being made by 
Marcus. Loew, co-operating with New 
York newspapers and detectives to find 
the missing Cruger girl. Mrs. Reynolds 
was advised to consult with the Grand 
management. She described the Gil- 
liam girl to Jack Kuhn, manager of 
the theater. The description.-tallied al- 
most exactly with that of Ruth Cru- 
ger, even to a dimple in the chin. Ruth 
Cruger wore a rose velour coat and 
skirt and tan shoes—the kind of attire 
worn by the Gilliam girl. 

Mrs. Reynolds then stated that Miss 
Gilliam was employed in the depart- 
ment store. Investigators made inquiry 
and found that the girl was still at 
work, and had arranged to move that 
night to the Goddard home on Forrest 
avenue. Before quizzing her the in- 
vestigators first sent a wire to J. M. 
Gilliam, Big Stone Gap, Va., the name of 
her father,,which she had signed on 
the emplovee’s application blank at the 
department store. 

A reply was received that J. M. Gil- 
liam was supposed to be in Colorado. 
Then the investigators turned to the 
Goddard residence to question the 
shopgirl. She was not at Mrs. God- 
dard’s. Despite the fact a room was 
being kept vacant for her at her re- 
quest, she had not shown up through 
the night, nor had she sent any word. 

It was proposed to question her when 
she appeared on duty at the store Sat- 
urday morning.

American Treaties—Spirit of 
Treaties to Be Followed. 


Washington, March 24.—The United 


States has formally refused Germany's 
‘request to modernize and extend the 
old Prussian-American treaties of 1759 
and 1828.

Moreover, all enemy nationals would 
be free from internment and able to go 
about their business, without the 
slightest hindrance, and not in the re- 
stricted way mentioned in the original 
treaties, 

The United States will follow. the 
Spirit of the old treaties and not inter- 
fere with Germans here who comply 
With the law. 

The government will undoubtedly, in 
case of war, cause Germans 0 register 
and possibly restrict their travel, with- 
out special permit. General internment 
is not being considered. It is assumed 
on all sides that the great mass of the 
million and a quarter Germans in the 
United Staces will respect their obliga- 
tions as guests in this country. 

The war department has secured full 
details of all the various principles 
and practices put into effect in other 
countries and is prepared to carry out 
any plan that may be ordered. 

The old Prussian treaties have been 
the cause of much confusion through- 
out the whole war. Germany first called 
attention to them voluntarily, rather 
surprising officials here as the result 
was to make her liable for the destruc- 
tion of the American sailing ship Wil- 
liam P. Frye. The United States at 
that time admitted their applicability, 
later cited them in the litigation over 
the German prize ship Appam, and last 
August proposed a general reaffirma- 
tion of them, with an explanatory in- 
terpellation of some of the antiquated 
provisions. To this Germany made no 
reply, but with the severance of rela- 
tions she took urgent steps to have. 
them reaffirmed. At the time Ambas- 
sador Gerard was leaving Berlin, Count 
Montgelas, chief Of the American di- 
vision of the foreign office, intimated 
that if the treaties were not signed the 
American newspapermen might be held 
as hostages. Mr. Gerard replied that 
he no longer was ambassador and could 
not discuss it. 

A short time later Germany made an- 
other attempt to have the treaties re- 
affirmed through the Swiss minister 
here. The protocol suggested, how- 
ever, presented sO many new features 
that officials felt it to be practically a 
new treaty which would have to be 
ratified by the senate. 


GERMANS ORDERED HELD 
BY THE GOVERNMENT 


Staunton, Va. March 24.—The de- 
partment of justice at Washington to- 
day advised the county commonwealth’s 
attorney to hold indefinitely the three 
Germans arrested Monday on the Cri- 
mora manganese mine property at Cri- 
mora, Va. The mine supplies the gov- 
ernment a large quantity of mangan- 
ese used in making armor plate, and 
it is alleged that the Germans were 
inspecting the works when arrested.

It 
is another matter with second base- 
men. Take this for a truism—that no 
club ever won a championship with- 
out good second base play—excepting 
the Philadelphia team fall before last. 

There an old debate as to the 
relative importance of second and 
short, and you will observe that, in my 
table of pvusition values, second is 
Kiven a shade the importance. The 
shortstop, it is true, has more chances 
per season, has harder chances and 
longer throws. The figues show that 
the shortstops average about 1,000 
chances per year more than the second 
basemen and many more errors—due 
to long heave mainly. 
second base position is given the 
in importance, for two reasons— 
because his is the chief pivot 
in double plays, and, second, be- 
cause he must turn to make plays to 
firsi, while the shortstop always has the 
layout before him. 

In this study of the second basemen, 
we find some odd things. To compare 
the men, point by point, we discover 
the qualities that make them great, as 
second basemen vary widely. Few are 
good in all departments of play, and 
the fact that Eddie Collins can hit, run, 
throw, field and do some inside thinking 
puts him at the head of the class, while 
Buck Herzog leads the National, chiefly 
on his brains, his fighting spirit and 
brilliant and determined defense. We 
can figure these positions as individ- 
uals, but, as there are few teams that 
possess second basemen who will play 
every game, in those cases we must 
calculate a composite of the two or 
three men who will tackle the job. 

Many will be surprised at the high 
rating given Pratt, of St. Louis. This 
fellow is coming and coming steadily, 
and he was a so much better ball play- 
er under Fielder Jones last year than 
he ever was before that he is like a 
new man. Cleveland must be figured on 
the strength of Wambsganss, for, if 
Wamby is anything, he is a second 
baseman, and every switch away from 
that position has made him worse. 
Barry Probably Won’t Play All Games. 

Boston has rated up close to the top 
for years in the American league, and 
this season slumps considerably. If 
Barry were to play all the games for 
the Red Sox, the team’s standing at 
second would be increased many points, 
but he will not. Barry is not strong in 
attack, but a marvel in defense and a 
whale as a leader.

“This meeting,” the resolutions said 
in part, “protests against the proclama- 
tion by the metropolitan press that a 
state of war exists between the United 
States and Germany; protests against 
the campaign of misrepresentation pro- 
moted by those who would profit from 
plunging this country into the abyss of 
war; protests against the systematic 
inflammation of the public mind by 
hysterical preparations for war. 
“Statistics show clearly that to send 
a considerabie army to Europe would 
involve such a drain on our food re- 
sources as to plunge us into the famine 
conditions of Europe. The idea that 
war would bring any real prosperity

Prominent business men from all over 
the state heard him at the lunch hour 
and tonight a large crowd greeted him 
at the Central High school auditorium. 
He left at midnight for Nashville. 

In his speeches here the former pres- 
ident urged support of the Red Cross 
by every citizen in the land on the 
ground that it is the only direct means 
by which the civilian can aid the army 
and navy. He made it clear that the 
League to Enforce Peace is not a body 


of pacifists. “I call your special at- 
tention to the word ‘enforce’ in the title 
of the organization,” he said. 

He said that war with Germany was 
certain and urged that when once de- 
clared the United States would throw 
into the scales the energy and resources 
of the entire nation. He declhred: 

“America has no army—only a mob— 
and if war comes the American people 
will be guilty of murder if they send 
their soldiers to Europe untrained.” 

The president had no recourse but 
to have declared that a state of war} 
exists between the United States and 
Germany, he said in his night address. 

“What ought we to do when we enter 
the war?” Mr. Taft queried. “If we 
are in the war, it isn’t disputable that 
we must make the enemy fearful of us. 
We must not conduct a finicky war.., 
We-cannot count the submarines we 
shall sink, and mark them upon the 
board. When we find other nations 
resisting such an enemy, we should 
unite with them in order that we can 
enforce the laws of decency, of human. 
ity and civilization. 

‘Until Germany its toppled over, we 
will never have a long and lasting 
peace. Therefore, we must help the 
entente powers. It is our duty. We 
should prepare for the war that is im- 
pending. We ought to depart from our 
traditional policy of raising armed 
forces by the volunteer system and ac- 
cept the recommendation of the gen- 
eral staff of our army that universal 
military service be accepted for the 
United States. 

“This would not commit the country 
to militarism. The benefits would be 
great. It would give to the youth of 
America. a year of great educational 
value. It would teach them that they 
have an obligation to the government.” 

Mexico, he said, was “an interna-

Steel Breaks Record. 


Pennsylvania has outstanding stock 
/ amounting to $499,000,000. That is 
practically the same as the $508,000,000 
/ outstanding Steel common. But during 
the whole of 1916 the transactions in 
Pennsylvania amounted to 1,116,000 
shares. For the same twelve months 
trading in Steel common aggregated 
35,495,750 shares. 

Never in the history of the New York 
stock exchange has there been such 
Lacing. | in any one stock. But then, 
never has there been such earnings as 
those just reported by the steel corpo- 
ration for 1916. Back in 1904 the steel 
corporation earned $444 millions gross; 
for 1908, another year of general in- 
dustrial depression, the company’s 
gross amounted to $482,000,000; for 1914 
they were $558,000,000. Those figures 
show the small end of the company’s 
earning power. As to the other end, 
prior to 1916, the largest gross was 
$796,000,000, reported for 1913. Last 
year the steel corporation earned, gross, 
$1,231,473,799. 

Last year’s surplus applicable to divi- 
dends on the $508,000,000 common stock 
was no less than $246.187,000, compared 


of $1,847,000 for 1914. That is, the 7 
per cent, cumulative dividend on the 
$360,281,000 preferred stock was not 
earned in 1914 by $1,847,000. 

Another way to state the steel corpo- 
ration’s earning power is to point out 
that last year, after increasing de a 
ciation allowances by $6,799,000, 48 
per cent was earned on the $508,000,000 
common stock, compared with 9.9 per 
cent for 1915; 6.5 per cent on the 7 per 
cent cumulative preferred shares for 
1914; 22.5 per cent on the common for 
1913; 15.1 for 1912; 15.4 for 1911; 24.2 
for 1910; 21.9 for 1909; 12.6 for 1908; 
29.1 for 1907; 27.2 for 1906. 

Those who began to buy Steel com- 
mon around 38, however, figured on 
something else besides the actual cash 
dividend returns immediately ahead. 
There are two ways all weli-managed 
companies protect the dividend pros- 
pects of the shareholders; one is by 
“ploughing in current” earnings; the 
other by piling up a surplus for insur- 
ance again an off year. From the 
statement at hand it is plain that the 
steel corporation management has 
adopted both of these methods. 

Since the steel corporation began op- 
erations April 1, 1901, no less than $533,- 
377,684 has been spent in additions and 
improvements. Of that staggering total 
$332,092,498 has been taken from cur- 
rent earnings. No such ploughing in 
of pure 100 per cent fat has ever be- 
fore been known in the corporation his- 
tory of this or any other country. 

Big Bank Aecount. 


So much for the policy of protecting 
dividends in lean years to come. For 
the other, that of storing away fat, 
the report at hand shows current liabil- 
ities of $92,942,436, with current assets 
of $501,150,873, including $40,337,583 
cash invested in “sundry marketable se- 
curities;” $40,869,794 in “time bank de- 
posits and secured demand loans” and 
$148,394,761 in “cash in banks and trust 
companies subject to check.”. That 
makes $189,263,000 total cash the steel 
corporation has in bank, either on time 
or demand deposits. That, it is safe to 
predict, is the high record in corpofra- 
tion bank accounts. 

Besides, when the books were closed 
on December 31, 1916, the steel corpo- 
ration had an undivided surplus of 
$381,360,913, ignoring $60,483,524, which 
had been set aside from current earn- 
ings and is now standing in various 
protection funds. Then there is_ the 
$322,029,498 which has been used from 
current earnings sinec April 1, 1901, 
for additions and improvements. 

Thus it is plain that the cartoonists, 
novelists and writers of plays must in- 
vent some other term for the “poor de- 
luded outside public” which only two 
years ago, frequently against the advice 
of bankers and brokers, plunged in 
United States Steel common around 
$38 a share. As to the future of Steel 
common on the basis of present prices, 
that is another story. 

Wall street still holds to its belief 
that when this country actually goes to 
war with Germany, after the first shoek 
is over, prices on the stock exchange 
will advance. It. is also believed that 
our participation will shorten the war. 
Then will come a general readjustment 
of all commodity prices, followed by 
another long upward movement in se- 
curity values.

Macon, Ga, March 24.—(Special.)— 
Union machinists employed by the 
automobile garages in Macon went out 
on strike today following failure to 
reach an agreement with the employers.

A New Organization. 


Mrs. Van Rensselaer explained that 
the organization of the National League 
for Woman’s Service was organized 
in Washington city in February, dur- 
ing the conference on constructive 
patriotism called there by the National 
Security league, The organization of 
the’ National League for Woman’s Serv- 
ice followed a preliminary work al- 
ready done by the group of women 
leaders subsequently organizing under 
the leadership of Miss Maud Wetmore. 
Nearly two years ago these patriotic 
women sent Miss Grace Parker to Eng- 


land to study the work of the women 
there; the demand made upon them, 
and the plans upon which. their ac- 
tivities were based. The survey Miss 
Parker made was under the two heads: 
what the government demands of wom- 
en and how they organized for the 
work. 

Miss Parker made an exhaustive tIn- 
vestigation, and returning, her reports 
were looked over, conditions here con- 
sidered and an emergency plan of work 
in the making when the same group of 
women met and organized for specifi- 
cally patriotic purposes under the head 
of the “National League ofs Woman's 
Service.” Mrs. Van Rensselaer here re- 
lated ‘many incidents of Miss Parker's 
experience upon which the plan of work 
for American women is now being 
formulated by the league, 

The first purpose of the league is to 
co-ordinate the forces of American 
women, to know what they are and 
where they are and when the time 
comes to call them. England had no 
regi@try or records of this kind, she 
stated, but Germany had such a record 
for sixty years, so that when the gov- 
ernment had to make the actual call 
for woman’s service for industrial or 
other purposes the government knew 
where they were and called them into 
immediate civic service.

aid the leisure woman can give to the 
trained woman who takes the man’s 
place in the industrial institution or in 
activity where 'women may be called 
to take men’s places. These trained 
women who are helping keep the home 
together must leave it. But the women 
not industrially trained can step in and 
look after the care of the children of 
the women who are trained,. and can 
thus serve their country. They can look 
after them, their training their school- 
ing and the preparation for usefulness 
which the mother can not give them 
becafise she has been called where her 
training takes her.

Concerning Ethel 
the most pictureque 
concert stage today, and one of the 
most successful of the multitude of 
young people of genius wno are mak- 
ing the musical season of 1916-17 prob- 
ably the richest this country has ever 
known, there is much of novel ma- 
terial for that personal gossip which 
seems so necessary to the proper in- 
troduction of an artist who is about 
to give a public exhibition of what 
that art is. And Leginska will play 
for our delectation here this week. 

Her real name—but no. That shall 
not be revealed in this department un- 
til after she has come and gone. There 
are a few of us women who do ob- 
serve the ethics which should govern 
the relations between woman and 
woman. 

She studied in Vienna with the great 
Leschetiszky at the same time with 
several young Atlanta women, who 
knew her well, and speak with amuse- 
ment of her eccentricities, while they 
are loud in their assurances of her 
genius, very manifest even at that 
time, and not merely in those same 
eccentricities which are oftentimes con- 
sidered essential manifestations. 

She went first from her home in 
England to study in Berlin, because 
her father was unwilling that she 
should live in Vienna. The young pian- 
ist only had in her mind always, 
however, the determination to become 
the pupil of the famous maker of great 
artists, Leschetiszky, and when she re- 
ceived from her father “allowance” 
enough to pay her way to the Austrian 
capital, forthwith she went, and told 
her father afterwards. Her arrival had 
not been heralded, and Leschetiszky 
was not accustomed to receiving pupils 
in such unceremonious manner. But so 
determined did he find her, and so full 
of promise that he placed her at once 
with one of his assistants, and later 
she became a star pupil, and is now one 
of the celebrated pianists before the 
American public. 

Then, as now, she wore here hair 
short to her shoulders, and affected a 
rather manni'sh style of dress, which 
she contended was not an affectation, 
but a mere saving of time and energy. 

In an interview recently in Musical 
America she touches upon her philoso- 
phy of clothes and other things in in- 
teresting manner: 

“I was thinking before 
she began, “how differently the great ex- 
ponents of the piano seem to view their 
art at the present time from what they 
formerly did. The artists now live sane, 
normal lives; they are incessant workers, 
always striving and laboring to rise high- 
er. But the matin point is they have such 
sweet lovable natures; there is no 
gance, pride or vainglory in them. 
are so modest and simple. 

‘T can think of many 
highest class today whom it is a real 
piness to know in private life, because 
they have such beautiful natures and are 
so simple and sincere. The sweeter and 
purer the nature, the more it wiil be re-, 
vealed in the. playing. The one who is 
mean and narrow-minded will never 
achieve real success. The need of the hour 
is more love, sweetness, gentleness, 
mility. These are the qualities that win 
out in the long run. Piano playing is a 
very intimate sort of thing, in which the 
player unconsciously reveals himself. It is 
such a@ small part of the whole merely 
to play the notes of the composition; there 
is 80 much more to plano. playing than 
that. The piano can express such big 
things; there is almost no limit to what it 
can be made to do,” 

“It has been said that men are never 
quite able to forget themselves while play- 
ing, but that a woman can; what is your 
idea?’’ the interviewer asked. The an- 
swer was somewhat unexpected. 

A Question of Sex. 

“TIT do not think women artists the equal 
of men. This may be

RECRUITING SHOWS GAIN 


of War Makes 
Tasks of Officers Easy. 


Enlistments in the three branches of 
the government service, the army, the 
navy and the marine corps, show gains 
for the week ending Saturday night. 
In the army branch, during the week 

men were enlisted at the office in 
the federal building. In the navy 
branch, of 85 applicants only 17 were 
accepted. This was explained by Lieu- 
tenant Keller as being due to the fact 
that physical requirements are greatly 
different in the navy. Especially does, 
color blindness play a great part, due 
to the light signals used on battle 
cruisers. y 

“Tf a man is color blind, he is useless 
in the navy,” explained the officer in 
charge. ‘“‘He must recognize colors of 
lights flashed in signals from one ship 
to another, and it is due to this fact 
that many applicants are ineligible.” 

The marine corps recruiting in charge 
of Lieutenant Colvocoresses shows 14 
enlistments for the week. Many here 
also have been rejected, but enlistments 
in this branch have taken a great spurt 
since the new “drive’’ which began the 
first part of last fall. Some time ago 
the required number of men to bring 
the marine corps to war strength was 
10.000. Later this was raised to 15,000, 
September 1. Since this extension of 
the limit the marine recruiting sta- 
tions have secured about 3,000 of the 
number required. 

“T believe,” declared the lieutenant, 
“that as soon as the 15,000 mark is 
reached another extension will be or- 
dered.”’

French pictures of ‘trench ife and 


war scenes, painted and drawn by 
famous French artists now fighting 
for France on the battle fronts of Eu- 
rope, are to be exhibited at the Ans- 
ley hotel Monday, Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday, from 10 a. m. to 6 p. m. each 
day. 

Ludovic Leblanc, a French artist of

“I am selling these pictures for my 
young students who are off at the 
various battle fronts fighting for their 
country,’ he said. “I have crossed the 
Atlantic seven times on these trips, 
but this is my first time in Atlanta, 
although I[ have sold my pictures in 
New York and other big cities many 
times. 

“IT have 125 pictures of actual trench 
life, scenes drawn in the _ hospitals, 
and scenes actually made in Germany 
by French prisoners.

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Food Producer 
No Less Patriot 
Than Gun-Bearer 


In the opinion of R. W. Davis, the 
wholesale grocer, there is no reason to 
expect lower prices in food articles or 
feed stuffs. On the contrary, prices 
may go higher on some lines. ‘‘No one 
Can yet tell,” he says, ‘‘what the crops 
Will be this year, and it will be the 
part of wisdom for growers to plant 
largely in food crops.” 

In view of the present condition of 
our international relations, Mr. Davis 
feels that the production of large food 
crops becomes a matter of patriotism 
as well as profit, and that the man who 
devotes his efforts to food production 
is no less a patriot than he who fights. 

Mr. Davis strongly depreciates the 
tendency of some few persons to with- 
hold food articles from the market in 
order to take advantage of the higher 
prices which will naturally be forced 
by the withholding of such goods. He 
Says, however, that very little of this 
is being done in Atlanta.

Now, however, Germany holds a large 
pert of the French coal mines, and if the 
French ever recover th2m they probably 
will be in bad condition. The situation 
reached such a strait that the government 
ordered a careful survey of its water power 
resources in line with a quest for a means 
of relief from threatened power famine dur- 
ing and after the war. 

The result of this survey has been the 
“discovery” of water power resources ag- 
gregating, it is estimated, between 6,000,000 
and 10,000,000 horse-power. And experts 
have figured that development of 6,000,000 
of these units of water power would repre- 
sent a saving of more than 20,000,000 tons 
of coal. 

So France now is going ahead with de- 
velopment upon the basis of that suggestion. 

France did not know what it had in 
water power resources until war pressure 
forced her to take stock. Now she is going 
to profit by the knowledge born of war’s 
compulsion. 

Georgia knows what it has in water 
power wealth—at any rate, it knows approx- 
imately—and it knows that this great re- 
source has only begun to be developed. It 
is developed only in spots, here and there. 

Thousands upon thousands of units of 
power are daily pouring down our Piedmont 
hillsides, running to waste, while thousands 
upon thousand: of tons of high-priced coal 
are being consumed in the manufacture of 
electric energy; which might just as well, 
and immeasurably more cheaply, be manu- 
factured by falling water! 

That is mighty poor economy!

Too many fathers of boys are susceptible 
to the false notion that when they provide 
liberally for their sons’ physical well-being

mother. That will not do; it isn’t fair to 
the boy. 

The boy needs more than that, and his 
father owes him more. He needs his 
father’s counsel in various and sundry per- 
plexities that arise every day in the average 
young American’s life; he needs and craves 
father’s advice, father’s comradeship. And 
the father owes it all to him. 

There is not: enough fraternity of spirit 
between the average father and the average 
son. : 

To promote and foster just that is what 
such a movement as has been given ex- 
pression in this “Father and Son Day” in- 
stitution is for. It is purposed solely and 
purely to bring the fathers and the sons 
closer together—to give each an insight into 
the other’s viewpoint. 

The cardinal purpose of the dinner is to 
get the fathers acquainted with their sons, 
the theory being that, once the ice is broken, 
it will be only another step to real friend- 
ship, and in the course of time they will 
become pals in the lofties* sense of the 
term. And when that state is reached, it 
will be vastly better for the family all round, 
and vastly better for the country’s future 
citizenship. 

For this reason let us hope that Atlanta 
fathers will cancel any conflicting engage- 
ment for that one evening, and give it to 
this very worthy purpose. 


CHINA IN THE WAR. 


China’s diplomatic breach with Germany, 
even should it eventuate in an open declara- 
tion of hostilities, probably will have slight, 
if any, effect upon the outcome of the great 
war. 
bid fair to be far more important than any 
immediately near results of her alignment 
with the entente. 

It is not to be assumed that Germany 
has any especial dread of China's hostility, 
so far as it may bear upon the struggle of 
the hour. The Celestial republic is in no 
position to do any appreciable harm to Ger- 
many as an enemy, neither in a military 
nor a commercial way. So war between the 
two countries could have no direct result— 
other than inconvenience, 


In fact, the post-bellum consequences. 


had a lot +o do with it. 
that Japan has not been at all pleased with 
activities of German agents in the domain 
| of China, coveted as it is by the mikado as 
a likely field for future Japanese expansion. 

Thus is afforded one plausible explana- 
tion for China’s belligerent action in follow- 
ing the lead of the United States ‘n handing 
the Teutonic ambassador his passports. 
Another is suggested, with its origin in the 
Boxer uprising of several years ago. 

It is known tlat the European nations— 
Germany among them—have continued from 
year to year so persistently to exact their 
claimed Boxer indemnity from the Celestials 
that it has become something of a Chinese 
nightmare. Also it is reported upon almost 
official authority that the entente nations 
have agreed to waive all claims for unpaid 
indemnity in the future, and to free China 
from all future obligations upon this score. 

This indemnity, imposed seventeen years 
ago, has not only been a real burden upon 
China, but the continued exactions by Euro- 
pean powers has grown into proportions bor- 
dering, in the Chinese eye at any rate, upon 
veritable persecution. 

The United States, in 1908, remitted 
$12,250,000 of its total award of $49,500,000 of 
the Boxer indemnity, and China was so 
pleased that a special embassy was sent to 
Washington by the emperor to personally 
thank this government; and the remaining 
part of the indemnity was speedily paid. 

So it is possible China feels that, by 
throwing its hat into the world-war ring, 
being thereby «:bsolved from future pay- 
ments to the entente nations, and empow- 
ered to repudiate whatever it owes to 
central powers, the game will easily pay for 
(+the candle—especially since she _ hardly 
stands to lose neither in men or treasure. 


BEHAVIOR IN PUBLIC. 


One doesn’t have to beat.a tin pan, shoot 
off firecrackers, yell like a Piute Indian 
nor otherwise act the rowdy in order to 
make a nuisance of himself in a public 
gathering of ladies and gentlemen. 

Sometimes it would be better for the rest 
of the audience were the would-be disturber 
to do one or all those things, because then 
the authorities would take him in tow—or 
upon toe—and put him out. It is the near- 
hoodlum, the “genteel’’ yahoo—the person 
who skirts as near the line, while far clear 
of the bounds of propriety, but plays safe 
with the law-—-who makes life miserable for 
those within the radius of his disturbance. 

A newspaper account of the splendid pro- 
gram rendered by the Atlanta Music Festival 
chorus in our public Auditorium a week ago 
today, after praising highly every feature of 
the performance with which the participants 
had to do, closed with this paragraph: 

Thes-only thing that tended to mar 
the reeital Sunday afternoon was the 
presence of two young couples who sat 
in the balcony and talked and giggled 
throughout the entire program. Their 
presence was annoying, and everyone 
within a radius of rifty feet wished that 
thev had remained at home. 

It is too bad that such a comment should 

lie against young men and young women of 
Atlanta; yet this is not the first instance of 
such offense against polite decorum, of 
which decidedly unfavorable comment has 
been made by Atlantans and Atlanta’s 
guests. 
‘ Some young people—and they are not 
always real young, at that—seem to have a 
malformed idea that a public hall or theater 
is a place in which one may do about as 
one pleases. 

It is, for that matter—the assumption 
naturally being, of course, that Atlanta au- 
diences are composed only of gentlemen and 
and ladies, born and bred. 

If there is any place in this republic 
where the doctrine of equal rights is recog- 
nized—where the fundamental enjoyment of 
“life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness” 
shall not be abridged—it is in our public 
halls and theaters. Therefore, when a 
couple or a group of individuals employ suc} 
places for purposes of social intercourse or 
exclusive merriment—or engage in discus- 
sion, among themselves, of the plot, how it 
is going to “come out,” or in criticism of the 
music or the views of the speaker on the 
rostrum—they are transgressors against the 
rights of their fellows, and to that extent 
are “undesirable malefactors” against the 
sensibilities and against etiquette. 

When one enters a church or a hall ora 
theater he does so in the enjoyment of a 
privilege; and he owes to the minister, the 
entertainers or the actors his respenctful 
attention. Nor has he the moral right to 
make his presence objectionable to his fel- 
low auditors. If he finds after entering that 
he cannot be happy in there, then his remedy 
is plain.

WORDS OF WASHINGTON IN 1798 


ARE APROPOS IN CRISIS OF TODAY

Colonel Robert J. Lowry furnishes The 
Constitution a copy of a letter written a few 
days ago by a relative of his, Colonel Samuel 
L: King, Bristol, Tenn., to ~The Bristol 
Herald-Courier, with reference to a letter 
from George Washington to the citizens of 
Greene county, Tennessee, written in 1798, 
which is particularly apropos to the histor- 


ical events and the American nation’s posi- 


tion today. 

The correspondence, which is self-explan- 
atory, follows in full: 

Colonel Lowry’s Letter. 
Constitution: I am inclosing here- 
from ‘The Herald-Coucier, of 
Bristol, I'enn., under date of March .5, 1917 
containing a letter from a relative cf mine, 
Colonel Samuel L. King, giving a copy of a 
letter from George Washington, dated at Mt. 
Vernon, September &, 1798. 

This is something that everyone would 
read with a great deal of pleasure just now. 
While present conditions are two or three 
hundredfold worse than they were at that 
time, at the same time they are somewhat 
similar. , ROBT. J. LOWRY.

Dipping of Cattle in the 
Infected Area of Southeast 
_ To Begin Early in Season 


The dipping of cattle in the tick-infested 
areas will begin earlier than usual this year 
it is announced. There are now 14,247 vats 
in commission and it will be possible with 
these to dip over a million cattle each month. 


-It is planned to begin the work as soon as 


possible after March 1 in order to catch the 
first generation of ticks hatched in the spring 
before thev have nad time to lay eggs. In 
this way, it is hoped to release much terri- 
tory early in the fall. 

There is indeed reason to believe that 1917 
will see more territory freed from the pest 
than any year since systematic tick eradi- 
cation was begun. Each county released 
from quarantine is an object lesson to its 
neighbors, and in recent years popular inter- 
est in the movement has been growing. 

One evidence of this is the action of the 
people in Mississippi in making eradication 
a state instead of a county matter. Under

this season in each of the thirty counties in 
the state still under federal quarantine. In 
this area there are approximately 450,000 
cattle and 2,700 vats will be operated. In 
addition, dipping will be carried on in those 
counties which have been freed as a whole, 
in which some herds have not been 
cleansed and are still under local quaran- 
tine. 
The Work in Mississippi. 

The work in Mississippi, it is pointed out, 
will drive a wedge of tick-free area right 
down to the gulf. The army of ticks will be 
cut in half—to be destroved piecemeal here- 
after—and a high road for cattle from the 
freed areas will be opened to the markets of 
the north. ;

PASSOVER APPEAL 
MADE TO THE JEWS 
FOR RELIEF FUND 


New York, March 24.—A Passover .ap- 
peal to the Jews of America to come at 
this time to the aid of the Jews in the 
war zones, hag just been issued by the 
central relief committee, and has been 


distributed broadcast throughout the 
United States, 

The appeal begins with the words. 
“Our people abroad cannot work. They 
cannot earn money. They cannot feed 
their families. But they can starve 
Will you let them?’ 

The appeal then goes on to contrast 
the exodus of the Jews from bondage 
with the present flight of refugees 
without clothes, without food and with- 
out hope from the battle areas of Eu- 
rope. This is the third Passover since 
the beginning of the war and iinds the 
Jews in a more dire plight than ever. 

The alternative to help from Amer- 
ica is, the appeal concludes, ruin, star- 
vation, death! Shall the answer be: 
Bread for the living or shrouds for the 
dead, is the final sentence. The appeal 
is signed by Leon Kamaiky, chairman 
of the central committee for the relief 
of the Jews suffering through the wai, 
63 Park Row, New York, N. Y., and of 
which Harry Fischel is treasurer.

The final report on the sale of Red 


Cross Christmas seals and anti-tuber- 
| culosis work in Atlanta and for “the 
entire state of Georgia has been com- 
pleted and was made public yesterday 
by Executive Secretary James P. Faulk- 
ner, of the W. G. Raoul Foundation. 

The report shows that the total sales 
for the state of Georgia amounted to 
$9,934.11, as against $9,108.51 the pre- 
Vious year, making a total increase of 
$825.60. Of the total sales, $6,857.88 
was retained by the local organizations 
in various parts of the state for purely 
local work; $2,082.82 will be used for 
statewide work in Georgia, and the 
usual 10 per cent, amounting to 
$993.41, goes to the national association 
and the American Red Cross. 

Mr. Faulkner's report shows that At- 
lanta, Brunswick, Rome, Macon and De- 
catur reported good increases over pre- 
vious years, while Savannah and Al- 
bany reported a slight increase. Au- 
gusta and Columbus were the only two 
cities of any size which had smaller 
sales than the year previous. Most of 


the smaller towns showed an Increase 
over the preceding vear. 

Reviewing the activities of the Raoul 
Foundation during the year, the report 
shows that 208 addresses were made by 
Mr. Faulkner during 1916 to audiences 
totalling approximately 27,000 persons. 
It is an*iounced that in addition to the 
regular work of the foundation, Mr. 
Faulkner will undertake an active cam- 
paign this year to secure the adoption 
of the Ellis health law by the various 
counties of the state. 

The Ellis health law makes it obliga- 
tory on every county to establish a 
board of health. Mr. Faulkner’s plan is 
to appear before as many grand juries 
as possible in counties which have no 
health officials. He is working in co- 
operation with the women’s clubs. It 
is planned also to make the educational 
campaign more efficient and far-reach- 
ing, and especially to reach as many 
school teachers as possible, and through 
them the children. 

During the year past 17,519 pieces of 
literature were distributed by the foun- 
dation, and this work will be kept up 
regularly. 

A report on the work of the executive | 
nurse, Miss Chloe M. Jackson, shows | 
that anti-tuberculosis survevs were 
made in Columbus and Rome during the 
year, and that a survey in Milledgeville 
has just been completed. As the re- 
sult of Miss Jackson's work, there are 
now nineteen cities and towns, includ- 
ing six new organizations, that have or- 
ganizations doing special health work. 
Miss Jackson is at present assisting the 
commissioner of health of Glynn county 
in Brunswick.

Georgia Fire Prevention So- 


Extremely Careful During 
the Early Spring Months. 


As a warning against fires which 
are most prevalent at this time of the 
year and urging the exercise of par- 
ticular care, the Georgia Fire Preven- 
tion society has compiled statistics 
showing that all of the conflagrations 


which have swept the south during the | 
Past twenty-five years have occurred , 
in the spring. The figures point out | 


that the great fire losses of the south, 


$77,749,513, during the last quarter of 
a century, have been from February 
25 to May 3. 

The various reports show that 
fires have been caused by high winds 
of the spring, burning of waste pa- 
per, trash, grass and other debris, the 


condition of shingle roofs and the fail- '

ure of ordinary precaution and 
Not only have the principal fires 
curred in the south at this time, 
the spring 
many individual fires. 

Examples of spring conflagrations 
and danger are to be found in the big 
that swept Augusta, Ga.; Nash- 
ville, Tenn, and Paris, Texas, last 
March on the same day, with losses 
ranging from $1,500,000 to $5,000,000. 
The following figures show the spring 
conflagrations of the south:

property losses. The great conflagra- 
tion of San Francisco, which resulted 
in a property loss of about $350,000,- 
000, occurred in April, 1906. 

It is on account of the danger of 
spring fires that the Georgia Fire Pre- 
vention society is issuing its warning 
to the people of Georgia. The society 
is also conducting a vigorous campaign 
along other lines to aid in the preven- 
tion of fires. School children are be- 
ing interested in the crusade and re- 
cently 400 fire inspection blanks were 
filled out by the pupils of Fitzgerald 
schools, showing the condition of 
dwellings in that place.

ARTICLE V. 
The Initial Bid With a Two-Suit Hand. 

When the skilled initial declarer 
has two suits, both of which are long 
and strong enough to declare, he is 
placed in a most enviable position not 
merely because he has a hand much 
Stronger than the average but because 
his holding is one which readilv adapts 
itself ¢o the principles of modern sci- 
entific bidding and affords him the op- 
portunity, should his partner ‘the of the 
first class, to obtain the maximum re- 
sult from the combined hands. 

Formerly the importance of showing 
both suits and letting the partner de- 
termine whieh should be plaved was 
not generally appreciated. Players 
when deciding which of two suits to 
bid, chose the lower so that, in the 
event of a double, an escape without 
Increasing the bid was possible. Dur- 
ing the last few vears, however, play- 
ers have realized that bids of one are 
not doubled, except for ![!nformatory 
purposes, and that a double of that 
character is rarely allowed to stand: 
consequently the only argument in 
favor of bidding the lower suit first 
no longer exists. 

Furthermore, now that 
bids are not of necessity taken out bv 
the partner, the declaration of a lower 
Valued suit from a hand that contains 
a mafor of equal strength is an un- 
necessary risk, as the first ‘bid mav 
stand. The partner mav be able to 
render at least equal assistance to the 
higher valued suit, and the failure to 
name it mav cost a game in the event 
of the combined hands being worth 
just ten tricks. There is, however, one 
paramount reason which influences 
the expert declarer of today with a 
two-suit hand to bid first the higher 
and later on (if possible) the lower, 
and that is that this method of declar- 
ing enables an interchange, between 
his partner and himself, of informa- 
tion invaluable to ‘bcth players. 

After an initia) bidder has called two 
suits. first the higher and next the 
lower, his partner is able. when strong: 

(a) To advance the suit which seems 
more avt to produce a game. 

(h) To bid a no trump if weak 
hoth suits named, but with 
in the other two. 

(c) To double if the ativersaries bid 
too rashly

If fat beef or mutton 
is employed use from one and a half 
to two pounds of the meat per quart 
of beans; also add more salt. Bake 
in a moderate oven for eight or ten 
hours.

A study of baked beans, made by a pro- 
fessor of the Minnesota experiment station, 
developed some interesting facts. 

In the experiments baked 
formed a considerable part of the 
diet of healthy men who were engaged in 
fairly severe muscular work. The beans 
had been soaked in soda and water to re- 
the skins, and were baked in the 
way, butter being added.

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of Agriculture in commenting on the ex- 
periment, “it will be seen that the beans 
were quite thoroughly digested. They are 
often considered by popular writers to be 
indigestible, or, more properly speaking, 
to be difficult of digestion.” 


Combine With Other Foods. 

Coucerhing this point the professeur who 
conducted the experiment “When 
properly combined with other foods they 
cannot be considered indigestible. Beans 
are, however, slow of digestion and require 
more intestinal work than many other 
foods, but when properly combined so that 
they form a portion of:a ration the work 
of digestion is more evenly distributed than 
when they are used alone and in large 
amounts. In using beans in the dietary 
they are frequeutly eaten in excessive quan- 
tities: at irregular intervals, rather than in 
reasonable amounts, with other 
foods, as a regular portion of the diet.” 

The digestibility of the skins which 
were removed, as well as that of the beans 
baked with and without parboiling, was 
tested with ferment solutions. It was 
found that the treatment with soda and 
water had a favorable effect upon the di- 
gestibility and food value of the beans, as 
it enabled the digestive ferments to act 
with more readiness upon the protein—in 
other words, the beans thus treated were 
more quickly digested. According to the 
author, “It is a matter of common observa- 
tion that when the beans are properly pre- 
pared with a small amount of soda and 
salt there is less difficulty from the forma- 
tion of gas in the intestines during diges- 
tion.” 

Though the amount of protein in beans 
is large. they contain only © small amonnt 
of fat. and hence the addition of fat, 
either by suit ork or butter, in preparing 
for the table is reasonable, since, in adc’- 
tion to improving the flavor. it makes a 
better balanced article of diet. 


Boston Small Is Popular. 


Tie most popular bean in commercial] 
centers is the pea bean, variously known 
as Bosion small pea, navy, true bean,’ white

one to one and one-half feet high and 
produce numerous runners about one foot 
long, often spreading o- trailing. The leaf- 
lets are dark green, two to two and one- 
half inches long, roundish, ovate, slightly 
wrinkled; blossoms are white, pods yel- 
lowish green, three to four inches long. 
The seed is white, with veiny markings. 

Tbe famous Boston baked beans are 
prepared from this type. Whether called 
pea bean, marrow pea bean, white bean or 
navy bean, the type is practicaliy identical. 
There is a tendency to call beans navy in 
the West and pea in the East. 

The bean is a clean article of food. 
The process of cleaning is comparatively 
simple, yet interesting. Delivered at_the 
elevator, the beans are first run through 
a cleaner which is equipped with big rub- 
ber rolls. These serve loosely to crush the 
lumps of clay, and through the ingenuity 
of the contrivance a very large proportion 
of the earth, stones, bits of straw and the 
like is removed. They are then run through 
a picker, a machine equipped with a large 
number of small rubber rolls, these serving 
to pick out the damaged and split peas 
and fine dirt in a lower screen and rocks 
and large lumps of clay or dirt in upper 
screens. 


Ready for Picking Rooms. 


The be-us are then ready for the pick- 
ing rooms. The work done by nimble fin- 
gers is in removing discolored beans or 
anything else undesirable that has escaped 
the previous cleaner. This hand-picking 
of beans is done almost entirely in the ele- 
vators or bin handlers after they have been. 
purchased from the growers. 

Sometimes the beans are run through 
polishing machines which remove the par- 
ticles of dust and brighten the stock, mak- 
ing it as nearly perfect as possible. 

The pea bean, as mentioned before, is 
far and away the most popular East or 
West. In the great wholesale market of 
New iork City probably 60 per cent of all 
the beans handled are pea beans. The 
southern and western trade call almost 
entirely for this bean, and. as far as that 
is concérned, enormous quantities are also 
used in the middle and 
Michigan largely controls’ the trade in pea 
beans not only for Chicago and other west- 
ern markets but also in the East. Yet ia 
normal years a good crop of pea beans is 
produced in central and western New York.

the oath of allegiance to the flag and 
the government of the United States. 


Recognition of God,

the program of the Boy Scouts of 
America shall subscribe to the provi- 
8i0n in the constitution and by-laws 
and Scout oath specifically recognizing 
an obligation to God as the ruling and 
leading power of the universe. Thus 
they will acknowledge the importance | 
of the religious elemena in the traintng 
of the boy and at the same time pro- 
vide for the operation of the Boy 


@bsolutely non-sectarian in its attitude 
toward such religious training.

A Tribute to The Constitution: Now || 
and in the Years Gone By. 
Gerard, Ga., March 20, 1917. 

Editor Constitution: I am send- 
ing you the inclosed writing, as it 
may be of some interest to Constitu- 
tion readers. In my childhood home 
my father, the late Thomas M. Meri- 
wether, had The Constitution read 
aloud to him every evening except 
Sunday, and on Monday evenings the 
youngest children were allowed to 
Stay up “to hear Bill Arp.” 

These readings belonged aa strict- 
ly to the dailv routine as did morn- 
ing and evening “family prayers,” 
and a certain number of chapters of 
the Bible which my father read to 
himself to enable him to complete a 
yearly reading through of the Book. 
So you may know he was a very old- 
fashioned gentleman, and here am I 
old enough to be reminiscent, and 
The Constitution still worthy to read 
aloud to the ‘entire family circle. 
Such keeping of high standards is 
cause for pride and congratulation, 
and I offer you best wishes for The 
(Cfonatitution. 
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That in early post-bellum days At- 
lanta had promise of becoming a liter- 
ary center by the publication of a mag- 
azine that might have been successor 
of.the famous Southern Literary Mes- | 
senger, is not generally known. Two 
copies of Scott's Monthly Magazine, , 
February and March, 1867, bearing im- 
rint of Franklin Printing House, At- 
anta, Ga., are to me eloquent of a 
brave attempt to save to our people 
distinctive expression in periodical lit- 
erature. The Southern Literary Messen- 
ger had been the ablest American pub- 
lication, and war, such as ours, inspired 
and awakened noble writers. Why 
should Scott’s ‘Monthly have § failed” 
There is something pathetic in the 
statement which, as advertisement, run 
under this head: ‘‘Scott's Monthly Mag- 
azine. Second vear! The oldest and 
largest literary magazine in the south.” 
How long it lived, I do not know, but 


on the part of the editor, Rev. W. J. 
Scott, A. M. Long ago there came to 
my father’s house in the old Emory 
college community, a Methodist preach- 
er, a dark-whiskered, spectacled, home- 
ly man; scholarly, quiet and queer, he 
is recalled. Was this the disappointed | 
editor of the “oldest and largest lit- 
erary magazine in the south?’ It was 
the iast attempt after John R. Thomp- 
son to keep the love of letters live by 
southern periodical literature. Alas, 
that such heroic effort should have 
perished! Methodism robbed Georgia 
of a literary light when Judge Long- 
street became a reverend and turned 
from literature to polemics, and I, for 
one, wish we had aupported Scott's

Augusta 
Evans is severely criticized by this 
reviewer for her disregard of proba- 
bility in laying the scene of “St Elmo” 
in north Georgia and picturing there 
such a munificent estate called “Le 
Bocage,”’ with “magnificent villa rival- 
ing in splendor the gorgeous temples 
and palace of the Orient.

were set aside as great festival times, 
and the people danced and sang about 
the bonfire as the negroes of Georgia 
danced and sang about the camp fires 
of Sherman’s men in another day.

When China through her sons who 
had been educated abroad (mainly in 
America) found out how much of 
their national lethargy was due to the 
widespread use of opium she began a 
campaign of reform which extended 
to the farthermost depths of the em- 
pire. The reception which the prop- 
aganda met was astonishing, for the 
people everywhere were speedily 
convinced that they would be bet- 
tered by the elimination of the drug. 

In 1906 the empress dowager 
handed down her edict, “In ten years 
there must be no more opium within 
the empire.” Her councilors went 
into executive session and laid down 
a plan carrying out her decision. 
They shut up every den and an- 
nounced that the poppy fields must 
be reduced in size, one-tenth each 
year, so that when March, 1917, came 
the last of the farms would be closed. 

Remorselessly the Chinese gov- 
ernment enforced this program. 
Steadily and surely the acreage di- 
minished, one by one the fugitive 
dens were hunted dowrg and closed. 
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Bonfires blazed all over the Celestial 
Kingdom.
